the roads now building, and also to those which 
have been projected west of Fulton, thata large 
portion of the States of lowa and Minnesota | 
will soon be added tothe important section of 
country which is alreedy tributary to this point. 
Chieago owes much to its railroads, andto the 
encouragement which has been extended to 
these enterprises may be attributed the un- 
equaled prosperity and sstonishing increase in 
populati :n which bas taken place since the ini- 
tiation of the railroad system. She is surround- 
ed by « large extent of country, unsurpassed in 
fertility and offering peculiar advantages to the 
settler for quick returns for his labor, but there 
is a deficiency of natural water lines to enable 
its products to find « cheap transit to market, 
and hence the necessity of facilities to 
enable this country to take the ‘important posi- 
tion which is its due, instead of remaining a0 
idle waste, as many of our vast prairies would 
be without bem, Very much has already been 
done, and great credit is due to the farseeing 
policy of those who bave been engaged in these 
enterprises for their energy, and the rapidity 
with which these projects have succeeded each 
other.
